Harvest Will be From Five to Ten 
Days Earlier Than Last 
Year

Regina, July 21.—The condition of 
the grain crops in Saskatchewan as 
shown in the bulletin issued fortnight- 
ly by the department of agriculture, 
is very pleasing reading. 

Seventy-five to eighty per cent of 
the wheat crop is now fully headed, 
In the Arcola district and around 
Lashburn it is even better than this, 

The weather for the past week has 
been excellent. Hot weather with lots 
of sunshine followed by cool nights 
have brought along the growing 
grain to a marked extent. 

There is, as many correspondents 
remark, enough moisture to ‘carry the 
crop maturity. The dates for com- 
mencement of harvest are varied from 
tive to ten days earlier than last year, 
so much depending on the weather. 

The labor question which is always 
preeminent # much the same as last 
year. More help will be needed to 
gather in the grain. 

Final figures on the 
erage of the principal grains sown 
this year are as follows: Wheat, 
(07,137 acres, being an increase of 6 
per cent; oate 2,639,905 acres, an in- 
crease of 9 per cent; barley 307,201 
acres, an increase of 15 per cent; 
tlax 967,137 acres, which shows a de- 
crease of 13 per cent under last year.

LEFT HALIFAX LAST ‘ 
WEEK FOR PORT NELSON 


Loss of Supplies May be Great 
Hardships to Police Forces 
of North 


By Bulletin Leased Wire, 
St. John’s Nitld,, July  21.—The 


steamer Boethic, with a large cargo 
of supplies, consigned to officers and 
departments of the Canadian govern- 


ment at Hudson Bay stations, went 
ashore todey at Point Rich on the 
northwest coast of Newfoundland, 
and wiil be @ total toss probably. 


The HBoethic’s position is regarded 
by her commander as a bad one and 
the owners of the steamer here have 
been advised that present indications 
are that she cannot be saved. Point 
Rich is near the western entrance to 
the Straits of Belle Isle. 

The Boethic set out from Halifax 
four days ago on the voyage which 
wis expected to cover 2,200 miles, most 
of it through icy seas to Port Nelson, 
the future terminus of the Hudson 
Bay Railway, was the ultimate desti- 
nation of the steamer and a large 
‘quantity of food supplies, coal, build- 
ing materials and machinery was 
ing carried. 

The Canadian government had 
sent by the Boethic shipments oftcoal 
and food for use by tne : 8 
Acadia, now at Fort Churchill and 
for the use of several brancnes of ue 
northwest mounted police, who 
are believed to be dependent upon 
these supplies of provisions and fuel 
for their existence during the next 
winter.

London, July 21.—Any idea that 
the Bulgarian army is preparing for 
a counter strike is now quite abandon- 
ed. It has become Known that, in 
his anxiety to bring about peace, King 
Ferdinand appealed to the Emperor 
of Germany regarding Roumania’s ac- 
tion, The nature of the emperor's re- 
ply has not been disclosed. 

A semi-official despatch from Sotia 
says that even should the Roumanians 
invade the capital no resistance will 
be offered. The advance of the Turks 
on Adrianople has been accomplished 
by the skirmish. The Turks are 
believed to be proceeding in three 
columns, and two on.. aay etaoin s 
columns, one from Bulair by way of 
Uzunkopri, which has been occupied 
and two from Tchtalja, by way of 
Babenskia and Kilisseh, both of 
whith are reported occupied. 

The Bucharest correspondent of Lhe 
Daily Telegraph hears, but is unable 
to confirm that Greece has waived 
claim to Kavala and Drama, and 
will content herself with the Saloniki 
hinterland, which would facilitate a 
peace settlement. He also says that 
a junction has been established be- 
tween the Roumanian wing and the 
Beiviaius, who crossed the mountains 
on the frontier in four columns, 

Besides accepting the Turtukai- 
Baltchik line, Bulgaria has consented 
to the Roumanian troops remaining 
in Bulgaria, according to a Bucharest 
despatch to the Daily Mail, until Bul- 
garia has concluded peace with all 
her enemies.

An extension of the city for a distance otf 
six miles easterly and an unitmited ex 
pansion westerly is provided for in a 
pun tor the redesignation of the names 
of the city streets which is being prepar 
ed in the Mayor's office and which wit be 
presented to the City Couneli ior consid 
eration toasght All tle streeis run 
ning north and sonth will be known by 
Numbers as also will be all the aventes 
tunning east and west. 

In order to cause as Httle inconvenience 
as *possible while the change Is being in 
augurated the streets west of First, whieh 
are already designated by numbers will 
become 01st strect, 12nd «treet Instead 
of First and Second street, ete. The ear 
lier numbers will disappear for a time 
altogether 

From First Street eastwards there are 
now fifty streets to the present city Hm 
its and it was at first suggested that First 
Street be called Pifty-tirst Street and 
First placed at the eastern boundary, but 
in order to provide for future extensions, 
there being already some well-settled sub 
divisions In the eastern outskirts, it was 
decided to allow for 100 streets east to 
First street, so that by the thme the new 
First Street Is reached the city will have 
extended its easterly border to a point 
six miles east of 01st street 

No. 1 Avenve will be on the southern 
extremity of the city and Jasper Avenue 
will become 42nd Avenue, although tt will 
continue to be known as Jasper as weil 
aus = Forty-second, Norwood Boulevard 
will be Pifty-second Avenue, 

As far as possible the numbers of the 
streets on the north side of the river will 
correspond to those on the south side, 
althongh they will not be exactly oppos 
ite to one another, except in the case of 
100th Street, on whieh the High Level 
brigde is situated, In some of the older 
parts of the town where the streets do 
net run exacily on the rectangular sys- 
tem the jump the numbers in order 
that they will to the general plan 
will be made from the main bus 
iness portions, Namayo will be 
Ninety-seventh Street, Vraser OSth, 
(Queen's 99th, MeDougall woth. At Nor 
wood boulevard the numbers will 
from 97th (Namayo) to 101st.
